Definite Assurance Requested. 

Carapanos explained that the 
agreement was really in anticipa- 

,~tion of yesterday's action by the 
League council and resulted from 
pleading by the Rumanian govern- 
ment that both countries give proof 
of their .mutuaj. good intentions 
in order to prevent danger aris- 
ing from fresh incidents in con- 
nection with the activities of comi-. 
tadjis, or irregular bands. 

M. Briand, president of the coun- 
cil, intervened to remark that he 
was glad to hear this news, but 
wished to emphasize that the 
agreement as outlined indicated 
certain reserves from the decision 
taken by the council.

Foreign Ministers Briand of 
France and Chamberlain of Britain 
both emphasized the ‘seriousness of 
the situation. 

Briand warned the  disputants 
that return to frontiers would not 
be sufficient, but it must be car- 
ried out without further exchange 
of shots. This was a plain warn- 
ing to the Greeks that looting will 
not be tolerated.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Despite fre- 
quent Italian protesta against re- 
striction of Italian immigration 
into the United States under the 
quota law, the Mussolini Govern- 
meht itself is limiting emigration 
to America to those persens who 
undertake to send a certain stated 
amount cf money back home pe- 
riodically, the correspendent is in- 
formed. 

The result of this Italian restric- 
tion is that for the year ending last 
June 30, the Italians who went to 
America were 782 fewer than the 
quota permitted. 

Under the system which the Ital- 
ian Government is practicing, it is 
said passports for immigration to
